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DETAILED ACTION 
Oath/Declaration 

The oath or declaration is defective. A new oath or declaration in compliance with 37 
CFR 1 .67(a) identifying this application, by application number and filing date is required. See 
MPEP§§ 602.01 and 602.02. 

The oath or declaration is defective because: The signature of the inventor Ulf Forssmann 
is missing in the oath/declaration filed on February 8, 2005. Necessary correction is required. 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions, which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13,1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I claim 18, drawn to a compound of Rl-CCL14[10-74] is a lipophilic, hydrophobic or 
polar residue. 

Group II, claim(s) 1-13, drawn to a method of inhibiting the emigration of cells from the 
intravascular compartment into tissues by confronting the cells with an agonist specific for 
receptors involved with migration of said cells via a receptor thereby making the cell 
unresponsive to further activation. 

Claims 14-17 are use claims and hence drawn to non-statutory subject matter and hence are not 
be included in any group, because it is not certain what applicants are intending to claim. 

According to PCT Rule 13.2, unity of invention exists only when the shared or 
corresponding technical feature is a contribution over the prior art. The inventions listed as 
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Groups I-II do not relate to a single general inventive concept because they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical feature. The technical feature of Group I is R1-CCL14 [10-74], 
which is shown by EP 1 167 527 Al of Detheux, et al., (page 2, SEQ ID No: 1, line 32). 
Therefore, the special technical feature of group I is not a contribution over the art and hence 
lacks unity of invention. 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a request under 37 CFR 
1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.1 7(i). 

Election of Species 

Claim 6 is generic to the following disclosed patentably distinct species: chemoattractant. 
The species are independent or distinct because the chemoattractant is further selected from the 
group consisting of chemokine, a defensine, a leukotriene, a formyl-peptide or combinations 
thereof as well as mutants and/or variants of the chemoattractant. Applicant is required under 35 
U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species chemoattractant, even though this requirement is 
traversed. Further, if applicant elects chemokine as chemoattractant, applicant is required 
to specify one single species of chemokine along with the necessary SEQ ID NO., or 
structure of the compound associated with the elected chemokine species. Applicant is 
advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the species that is 
elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable thereon, including 
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any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are 
generic is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election. 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: R 1 - 
CCLI4[10-74], R'-CXCLEp-e?], R l 'CXCU2V31\l'67l R 1 - CXCLI212-67], R 1 -CXCLI2V3I[2- 
67], R^CXCLEfl^], R 1 - CXCLI2V3I[I-72] 3 R ! -CXCLI2 12-72] and R , -CXCLI2V3I[2-72] 
wherein R 1 is a lipophilic, hydrophobic or polar aprotic residue. The species are independent or 
distinct because species represent compounds that have distinct chemical structural features. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species of the 
compound wherein the R 1 variable is defined to represent a single structure of the compound 
claimed in claim 7, for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no 
generic claim is finally held to be allowable. Currently, claim 7-10 are generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the 
species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable 
thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that 
all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election. 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: 
several species of disease states. The species are independent or distinct because the disease 
states exhibit distinct etiology and affects different patient population. 
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Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species of specific 
disease state for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic 
claim is finally held to be allowable. Currently, claims 1 1-13 are generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the 
species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable 
thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that 
all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which depend from or otherwise require all the limitations of an 
allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added after the election, 
applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species.
